Dear Editor: 

I have just finished reading your re- 
port, “Eudora Welty Day in Mississippi.” 
May I quote, “How good . . . to show 
and celebrate that which is real and good 
in a culture instead of the usual .. . 
battle flags and military paraphenalia.” 

I have never read or known or visited 
anything “Southern” that I wanted — or 
dared — to hold with respect, much less 
cherish, with the exception of some 
people of great spirit or courage. That, 
of course, is as much my problem as a 
self-righteous Yankee (northern Ver- 
mont) as it is the image I have received 
about the South over the past 30 years. 
I have no doubt that that image is based 
firmly on a part of the reality of the 
South. 

You should also understand that “battle 
flags and military paraphenalia” in local 
Yankee celebrations repulse me because 
they are such shallow and trite misrepre- 
sentations of who we really are. Your 
article has contributed to my greater 
understanding of why I am so repulsed. 
It says for me what I have deeply felt 
but been unable to express, about where 
genuine humanity really is. Your article 
lifts up the realities of the struggle for 
human dignity in a way that shows the 
shallowness and triteness of our more 
commonly experienced self-proclaiming 
bombasts. And you have done this, not by 
castigating those self-proclamations, but 
by celebrating an event of significant 
human dimensions. 

Thank you especially for the line, “Re- 
vealing Southerners (read people) to 
themselves is not merely a matter of 
showing them the good side or the evil 
side of themselves; as in all art and all 
effort at self-understanding, it is to know 
the complexity of the interaction of good 
and evil in the human heart, and to know 
that change for the better is possible . . .” 

I deem your article a significant con- 
tribution to increasing the understanding 
of the struggle for human and civil rights 
in which we are engaged.
